Provided always, That the S.trength of any Regiment or Bat- 
talion of Militia (liall not exceed. , ^ Rank and File 

pel' Company, with the ufual Proportio’n-of Commifiioned .or Non- 
commiffioned Officers ; nor ihall any additional Company be 
added to any Regiment or Battalion of Militia. 

And he it ftir-ther Enadted, That the WaTrant ®f the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief G.overnor or Governors of Ireland for 
the Time being, diredted to she Colonel or Comimanding Officer 
of any Regiment or Battalion, fhall fpecify the precife Number of 
Men per Company to be enrolled and receiv.ed into the faid 3 
Regiment or Battalion. 

And belt further Enadled, That upon fuch Ordei'- qr Orders 
.behig iffued as .aforefaid, the feveral Colonel or •othef'Command- 
in<r Officer or Officers of fuch Regiments fhall, from. Time to 
Time, immediately after the Receipt of fuch Order or Orders, 
proceed to enlift and enrol within their refpedfive County or 
County of a City, fuch Volunteers, .being able-bodied Men-, ufually 
refident within fuch refpedfive Counties, and not 'Being lefs -than 
Five Feet and Two Inches, in Height,' and not more than Forty- 
five Years of Age, as caii be_ procured, giving to> each Man, by 
■way of Bounty, any Sura or Sums, and in fiich Proportions, and 
payable at fuch Time or Times, as the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Chief Governors oi . Ireland fotilfie Timebeing - 

may from' Time.to Time diredl, not: exceeding in’ the 'Whole the 4 
Sum of .O'. ■ /cr Man. ' ■ 

Provided always, and be it Eimaed;: That it fhall .npt .be lawful 
to or for any Colonel or other Commanding Officer or Officers of 
any Regim’en’t of Militia, or to or for 'anyrsolbenPdtfisii ot;Perfons 
whatfoever on his or their Behalf, 'to advance' or'givey or to engage 
or promife to advance or give, for the Purpofedf .inducing any 
Man to enrol himfelf as a Volunteer, any larger or igreafer Sum 
of Money, or any o.ther Largefs, Bounty, or Reward, .than fuch Sum 
or Sums of Money as fhall be ro.ordeted'.'by the Lord Lie-uteilant 
or other Chief Governor or Chief Governors :of' Ireland : for the 
Thineheing,iiv Manner aforefaid. ■. ' 

And be it further Enadled, That every Man fo enrolled fhall take 
'.and lubferibe the following Oath, in the 'Prefence .of fom'e One 
■Governor, Deputy Governor, Juftice of the Peace, or MagiftratCj 5 
aaing in and for the County, City, or Place, to which .the Regi- 
ment, 
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men'l:. Battalion, or Corps, ill which he ‘ihall be enrolled, fliall 
belong : 

“ I, A. B. do fmcerely promife and fwear, That I will be Oaih, 

“ faithful .and bear true Allegiance to His MajeAj King 
“ George the Third, and that I will faithfully lerve in 
the Militia within that Part of the United Kingdom 
‘‘ called for -the Defence of the fame, during the .. 

Term -of Years, for wliich 1 am enrolled, or for 

“ fuch further Time as the Militia fhall remain embodied, 

“ if, within the Space of Years, His Majefty Ihall 
order and dired the Militia to be drawn out and "embo- 
died, unlefs I fhall be fooner difcharged.” 

And be it further Enafled, That in cafe any Vacancies fhall 
occur in the {aid Militia by Death, Defertion, or lawful Difcharge, 

6 it fhall aiid may be lawful for the feverai Colonels or other Com- 
.manding Officers of the feveral 'Regiments • t-o procure and enrol, 
from Time to Time, Volunteers to fi-11 up any Vacancies which 
•fliail happen by fuch Death, Defertion, or Difcharge, and to pay 
to fuch Volunteer fuch -Sum or .Sums, and in fiieh Proportions, 
and payable at fuch Time or Times, as .the Lord Lieutenant or 
other CJiief Governor or •Chief Governors -of Ireland for the Time 
being, may direbf, in Manner- aforefaid ; and that ©very -fuch Volun- 
teer enrolled fdf the Purpofe of fupplying Vacancies aS aforefaid,

in Manner hereinbefore expreffed. 

- And be it -further Enabled, That all Volunteers fo eiirolied, :{hall, Enro!l«dVo- 

7 from the Date of their Atteilafions, be confidered and are hereby iumecrsto be 
declared to be Militia Men, to afl Intents and Purpofes, and {hall 

receive the fame Pay, be entitled to the fame Allowances, and be " 
•fubjebl to all the Laws and Regulations which now are or may 
hereafter 'be in, force in Irelmid^ with re{|>ecl to any Militia Man 
who fliall have voluntarily enrolled himfelf in the laid Militia of 
‘Ireland', and that 'th'e'Wi-ves-and Fainilies of fuch Militia Men fliall 
be •entitled to Relief, in -all Cafes, in the fame IN'Ianne-r as the 
Wives and Families -of Militia Men -are entitled under and by 
virtue' of ail Abl,paffed in the lafl Seihon of Parliament, intituled, 

“ An Abl to make Provifion,-in certain Cafes, for the Wives and 

• Families'of Balloted Men,'Sublfitutes,a'nd VdhinteerSj-lerving in 
the Militia -of Ireland^'' and alio, 'that all and every the Rules, 
Regulations, Claufes, Provitions, Matters^ -andd-hings, contained 
44* in 
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in any Aa in force with refpea to the Militia of Ireland, and nr 
any Ad for the Puniihment of Mutiny and Deiertion, (hall be 
applied to, and extend in as full Force in refpea to any Perfon 
who (hall be enrolled as a Militia Man under and by vutue of the 
prefent Aa, as to any Perfon who has been enrolled as fuch by 
virtue of the Provifions in any other A3 or Aas in force relatmo 
to the Militia of Ireland. 

Where more Provided always, and -be it Enaaed, That 
Men have of anv Couiity, Towii, or City m Ireland, Ihall happen,

Sfof En-' kept true and regular Entries of the Names, Additions, Places p

, ffiall enrol as aforelaid, and the levetal Sums they (hall advance and 
mVlie'cMc'f pay to fuch Perfons refpeaively, and ffiall tranfm-it regular Copies 
Secretary. Jjp theli Entries, certified by them rebpeftiyely, as well as by the 
Adjutant and Paymafter, or Clerk of the Battalion, or 

Corps refpeaively, to the Office of the Chief Secretary of the 
faid^Lotd Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, as 
iiforefai'd. 

And be it further Enaaed, That • the fa.kl Chief Seemtary ffiall 
•caufe Copies .of the Returns of the- Men thus eni oiled, and the 
Sums advanced to (uch Men refpeaively to be tranimitted to the 
feveral and refpeaive Treafurers of the feyera Counties and 
Counties of Cities in Ireland, Days at eaft previous to 

the' then next enfuing General Affixes aftm- Inch Expendtture or 
if to the Treafurer of the County and City of Dublin, within 
Days previous to each prefentmg Perm; and the laid 
feveral Treafurers ffiall, and they are hereby refpeaively required, 
to lav the (hid Returns before the Judges of Alfize on C°m- 
mlffion Day of fuch Affixes, or, in the County and City of Dublin, 
before the Court of King’s Bench, on the firlt Day of fuch Peinb 
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and before the refpedHve Grand Juries for fuch Counties or Coun- 
ties of Cities jhall be fworii ; and the laid Judges, or the faid Court, 
as the Cafe may be, lhall and they are hereby required to give the 
fame in Charge to the faid Grand Juries, in order that the Sums 
thus expended may be prefented and raifed of the faid Counties 
or Counties of Cities, either by Prefentment on the County at 
large, or by Prefentments on feparate Baronies or Paridies, as may 
appear to them in each particular Cafe to be juft and equitable, 
which faid Prefentments the faid refpedive Grand Juries are 
hereby refpe61:ively authorized and required to make, unlefs the 
Amount of the Sum thus to be raifed ftiall appear to the faid re- 
fpedlive Grand Juries too large to be raifed at One .Aflizes within 
the rel])e6live Counties or Counties of Cities, in which Cafe it 
j 2 lhall and may be lawful for the faid feveral Grand Juries, by and 
with the Concurrence of the Judges at the faid AlTizes or Terms, 
or the faid Court, to prefent any Part of fuch Sum, not lei's than 
One Moiety thereof, at fuch Aftizes or Terms ; and the Relidue lhall 
in like Manner be given in Charge to and prefented by the Grand 
Jury of fuch County or County of a City, or Grand Juries of fuch 
refpedlive Counties or Counties of Cities, as the Cafe , may be, at 
the then next enfuing Aftizes or Term, as the Cafe may be; and in 
cafe the Grand Jury of any County or County of a City lhall, 
after the Judges, or the Court, lhall have given the fame in Charge 
to them, omit, negledl, or refufe to prefent the fame, then and in 
every luch Cafe it lhall be lawful for the faid Judges of Afftze, or 
the Court, to order and diredl the Treafurer of fuch County or 
County of a City to include the Whole of fuch Sum, and return 
the fame among the Prefentments of the County, fo that the fame 
lhall be raifed and levied forthwith ; and it lhall not be lawful to 
ra verfe any fuch Prefentments.
